AVE you planned your holiday yet? 
H Midsummer’s day has passed; maybe 
you did not notice it because of the 
weather around that date, but it has gone, 
and if you do not start to make your arrange- 
ments soon you will have to put up with a 
very ‘‘ make-shift ” sort of vacation. 
At home there are innumerable delightful 
spots for either a country or a seaside holiday. 
Let us have a look at some of them. 


Going. south from Dublin we will have 
a look at Dun. Laoghaire, .one of the 
finest harbours you could find anywhere. 


Yacht racing about twice a week and plenty 
of bathing. ‘Farther on one reaches Killiney, 
with its strand stretching away towards 
Bray, with the Head dominating the town 
and promenade. Golf, tennis, cricket and 
angling are some of the sports to be had in 
the district. 

Around the Head is Greystones, a. head. 
quarters for the tourist wishing to explore 
County Wicklow. Wicklow town, looking 
out from the side of a hill towards the gea, 
rovides safe sea 
Strand is only two miles further south. For 
our inland excursions in this county we can 
vitit such places as Glendalough, Delgany, 
Enniskerry and the Vale of Avoca. 

Beyond the Wicklow Mountains, in Count;

Great Orme; Colwyn Bay its 50 acre recrea- 
tion park; Bangor its cathedral and univer- 
sity; Bettws-y-coed the famous Swallow Falis.

“ Holiday Return ” tickets are available for 
those people outward bound on Fridays, 
Saturdays and Sundays, (very convenient for

Cruises are numerons this year, and there 
is no reason why anyone should spend his 
time longing to travel but never getting any- 
where. There ure cruises to adl sorts cf 
places—the Atlantic Isles, Madeira, the 
Mediterranean, the Northern Capitals. Thee 
is no lack, of variety, and, judging from the 
sailing lists, it seems quite easy to find a 
boat sailing at just the right date to suit 
your convenience. America, too, comes 
within the reach of the holiday- maker. Not 
only have we boats sailing from Cobh an 
Galway, but there is a direct line from Dublin 
to New York in operation now.

Cork suggests excursions to the most famous 
castle in the world, Blarney ; trips down the 
harbour, and visits to Crosshaven and Cobh. 

Kinsale, Garrettstown Strand, Courtmac- 
sherry, and other little places along the Cork 
coast, all have their special attractions, but 
be must hurry on in this tour until we reach

From there one goes on to Killarney. If 
you have not seen Killarney, then, the sooner 
you plan a visit there. the better for your 
enjoyment. 

From Killarney you can make one of the 
finest tours in Europe — around Killorglin, 


Glencar, Cahirciveen, Valentia Island, Water- 
ville, and back to Parknasilla. 
Kenmare, the Dingle Peninsula, Tralee. 
i > — 


Listowel and Ballybunion all offer their 
special attractions to the visitor who is tired 
o* the hot city pavements. 

In Clare we find places like Ennis, Kilkee, 


Lahinch and Lisdoonvarna, with its im 
portant spa. 
Looking around Galway one sees the 


pleasant resort of Salthill, with a splendid 
golf course, excellent hotel accommodation, 
an improved promenade, and ‘special bathing 
facilities all within ten minutes by ‘bus from 
Galway City. Clifden, overlooking the har- 
bour of Ardbear, is Connemara’s “ capital,”’ 
and a delightful place to stay in. Renvyle 
suggests shooting and. fishing holidays. 

County Sligo makes an ideal tourist centre 
or holiday resort, and there are such places 
as Enniscrone and the delightful Strandhill 
to stay at. Golfers have heard of Kosses 
Point, which many people find delightful for 
an Atlantic Coast holiday. 

Bundoran. in the wide scope of its attra: 
tions, somewhat resembles Tramore. Other 
little places in Donegal which are to be 
recommended for a holiday include Killybegs, 
Ardara, Gweedore, Creeslough, Rosapenna, 
Buncrana and Moville. 

Leaving Northern Ireland to another man 
who knows more about the district, let. me 
return through Leitrim and Monaghan to 
Louth. Starting South from Dundalk. one 
Gnds a number of little spots along the coast 
—Carlingford, Greenore, Blackrock and Bal 


tray. lr one can find beauty along the 
Valley of the Boyne before crossing inte 
Dublin County to the pee ts which lie so 


convenient to the capital of the Free State- 
Skerries, Balbriggan, Malahide and Howth. 
Both the Great Southern Railway and the 
Great Northern are offering special facilities 
to holiday-makers this year, and details of 
these are obtainable from most railway 
stations and booking agents.

Bangor is another excellent 
which to tour a large part of Northern [re 
land, including the Ards peninsula. There 
are few places which provide such a variety 
of attractions of the most modern kind for 
the eager holiday-maker. Bangor is situated 
on a beautiful bay to which it gives its name. 
The coast scenery for miles around the town 
is surpassingly beautiful. There are few 
watering places where the irregularity of the 
shore-line produces a more pleaSing diversity 
of scenic effects. The main street of the tow! 
descends a gentle hill to the bay, the contour 
of which is followed in the building of hand 
some villas. Before Canterbury, Bangor wa 
a religious seat. Its abbey was founded bí 
St. Comgall, who was born in 432, and in the 
succeeding centuries its fame as a centre oi 
Christian learning and a nursery of missionary 
seal was spread throughout the civilised parts 
of Europe.

Wherever the English language is spoken 
the Kingdom of Mourne has been im. 
mortalised by Percy French’s delightful and 
whimsical song: ‘‘ Where the Mountains of 
Mourne Sweep Down to the Sea.” Proud 
Sleve Donard, the monarch of the Mourne 
range, looks down in majesty upon New- 
castle, a popular and progressive watering 
place, which is taking its position among 
the best equipped holiday centres in Ireland. 
Apart from the championship golf course, a 
never-failing attraction for golfers not only 
from all parts of Ireland, but also Great 
Britain, it has a modern swimming pool. 
tennis courts and public park, together with 
a delightful beach for. children. The swim 
ming pool was constructed at a cost of £3,600. 
and is regarded as ‘one of the finest in Ireland 

At the other end of the Mourne range is 
Warrenpoint and Rostrevor. W: arrenpoint 
has a fine 18-hole golf links, a public park 
and tennis ground, and a swimming pool on 
the promenade. The motoring visitor, who 
makes either of these two places his head- 
quarters, can tour the whole of South Down, 
including Downpatrick, the reputed burial 
place of St. Patrick; and Saul, where he 
founded his first church, or they may extend 
their journey to Armagh, the ancient 
ecclesiastical capital of Ireland, and explore

His plan also provided, he said, for future 
development of the city by means of five 
satellite towns at a radius of from 34 to 6 
miles from the centre of the city itself, these 
towns to be Killester, Finglas, Chapelizod 
Tallaght and Dundrum. The idea was to in- 
troduce some form of decentralisation. Bv 
this means the growth of the city would not 
be suppressed, while at the same time a 
planned system of uniformity could be ap- 
plied to the city itself. This plan had been 
drawn up by the witness some months ago, 
but had not yet been adopted by the authori- 
ties.

MUNICIPAL HOUSING 


Dealing with the municipal housing 
schemes, he said that there were about 595 
acres available still for this purpose, provid- 
ing accommodation for 8,569 dwellings of the 
three-roomed and four-.ocomed cottage type. 
It had been decided that some sites were 
not suitable, in view of the distance from 
the city and the consequent cost of transport, 
which would render the houses unattractive. 

While the pian represented in a general 
way his own tentative views, it had not 
been adopted by either the City Manager 
or the Éis Planning Committee. He íelt 
that the scheme was not as fantastically 
idealistic as some of its critics would main- 
tain. For instance, at the Pheonix Park-

THE SLUM PROBLEM 


The slum problem, Mr. Simms told the

Mr, Simms dealt with urban housing and 


central housing schemes, and said in regatd 
to the latter that since 1932 1,062 flats had

erection, while schemes for an extra 550 
were to be put into hands before the end 
of the present year. This was in addition 
to the 4,500 cottages completed or in the 
course of erection during the same period, 
with another 150 to be commenced between 
now and the end of the year. There was 
no shortage of slum sites in Dublin, and 
already sufficient of them had been ear- 
marked to keep the Corporation busy for 
the next five vears with that type of re- 
housing. It was a type of housing which, in 
his opinion, would in time be accepted as a 
permanent public service or obligation on 
the part of the Corporation, and the more 
one analysed Dublin the more one discovered 


areas covered with buildings in decay or 
advanced dilapidation requiring clearance 
schemes. 

Mr. IL. E. O'Carroll, Chief Executive 


Officer, City of Dublin Vocational Education 
Committee, Dublin, drew a parallel between 
thé young negro in America and the son of 
a tradesman m vocational education schools 
in this country. Jt was well known, he said, 
that the negro in American schools was 
more brilliant than the white child up to 
ten years of age, but came to a standstill 
This was explained by suggesting 
that the .coloured children then began to 
realise they had very little future before 
them, and consequently they lost interest in 
Similarly, the sons of tradesmen 
in this country, brilliant though they might 
be, having nothing to look forward to but 
their father’s trade, lost interest in their 
studies, and consequently they had experience 
in the vocational schools of many youths 
who were. very backward in their education.

It was preceded by a meeting 
of the Union and a lecture by the Very Rev. 
Dr. McGuinness, C.M., on the life of the late 
Father Patrick Boyle, Rector of the Irish 
College in Paris, |

there was a large attendance. 

The Rev. J. M. Hayes, C.C., Tipperary, 
Secretary of the Union, announced the re- 
ceipt of a telegram from Cardinal Pacelli, 
Papal Secretary of State, in which it was 
stated that the Holy Father was grateful for 
the Union’s expression of filial homage, and 
bestowed on them the Papal Blessing. 

The Very Rev. J. Canon Greaney, P.P., 
V.F., Skreen, was elected President for the 
ensuing year. The Very Rev. P. McKillop, 
P.P., V.¥., Portaferry, was elected Vice-Pre- 
sident; the Rev. T. Hurley, C.C., Lixnaw, 
Secretary, and the Rev. J. McCormack, P.P., 
Lubber.

The Most Rev. Dr. Wall, Bishop of Thasos, 
and the Most Rev. Dr. Casey, Rishon of Ross, 
wrote conveying their appreciation of the 
work of the Irish College in Paris. . 

J. M. Hayes was appointed to 
deliver next year’s lecture on ‘‘ Muinnter na 
Tire.” 

The Secretary reported increased member:

Monsieur Briere, French Chargé d’ Affaires, 
was among those present. 

The Very Rev. Dr. McGuinness, C.M., in 
the course of a paper on the “Grand Old 
Man of the Irish College, Father Boyle,” 
said that Father Boyle was born in 1849 
in the Diocese of Derry. After going through 


a local classical school he was sent to con- 
tinue his ecclesiastical studies in a French 
seminary at Cambray, and his - superiors 
were the French Vincentians. In 1889 he 


became Rector of the Irish College in Paris. 
In 1926, in the seventy-seventh year of his 
age and the thirty-seventh of his presidency, 
he retired. Father Boyle had faced and over- 
come many difficulties. Father Boyle died, 
aged eighty-four, in January, 1933. 

At the dinner, the toast of ‘‘ His Holiness 
the Pope ” having been honoured, the Rev. 
T. Hurley, Secretary, proposed ‘‘ La Belle 
France,” and said that the Irish, and especi- 
ally Irish ecclesiastics, owed to France 
much for what had been done for them in 
the past, when the benefits of education— 
especially the benefits of ecclesiastical educa- 
lion—were denied them at home. When 
they had to go outside to seek the oppor- 
tunity of higher education one of the 
countries that most welcomed them was 
France. There was no country better fitted 
to prepare the future priesthood than France. 
Monsieur Briére, Chargé d’Affaires of the 
French Legation, in replving, said that he 
had to apologise for the unavoidable absence 
of the Minister, M. Guerlet, who had 
expressed a wish to be present. He himself 


had been touched by the remarks of Father 


Hurley. The Trish College in Paris was a 
link between the intellectual religious life of 
Ireland and France. He was very much 
pleased at the signs of friendship shown 
by that gathering of Irish priests towards 
France.

NO MONOPOLY 


Mr. MacENTEE said that there was no

A system of insurance to provide 
work, food, sheiter, medical attention 
and education for every human being 
on the face of the earth. 

Ultimately, there is to be an inter- 
national congress to discuss and devise 
ways and means whereby the plan can be 
gradually carried into effect.

The recent eclipse of the sun was svery 
widely observed by several expeditions of 
various nationalities, and the full publica- 
tion of the results will, no doubt, be 
awaited with interest. The practice, now 
so universal, of despatching observing 
parties to note and record total solar 
eclipses is searcely a century old, and 
originated from the discovery of a pheno- 
menon known as “ Baily’s Beads,’’ which 
are so called from their discoverer, 
Francis Baily, who first noticed them at 
an annular eclipse of the sun observed in 
Roxburghshire on May 15, 1836. The 
phenomenon is seen during a total] (or 
onnular) eclipse of the sun. Just before 
the moon’s disc covers the sun the narrow 
erescent of light is broken in several 
places, presenting an appearance that may

Honours for Trinity Men 


The King’s Birthday Honours List issued 
on Tuesday contained the 
distinguished Trinity gradnate— the Hon Sir 
William HillIrvine, K.C.M.G., LL.D., lately 
Lieutenant-Governor and Chief Justice of 
Victoria, who received the honour of appoint- 
ment to be a Knight Grand Cross of the Order 
of St. Michael and St. George (G.C.M.G.) 
Sir Wilham Irvine. who ts an old boy of 
Armagh Royal School, graduated in 1879 and 
left Ireland for Australia in the same year. 
In 1899 he became Attorney-General of 
Victoria and Premier in 1902, being appointed 


later Attorney-General for the Atstralian 
Commonwealth (in 1913). He was made 
Chief Justice of Victoria in 1918, a. post 


which he held until his retirement last year. 
The honorary degree of LL.D. was conferred 
upon him hy the University in 1904 in recog- 
nitien of the brilliance of a great career. An 
interesting fact about Sir William Irvine's 
ancestry 1s thet he was a nephew of John 
Mitchel, the Irish patriot, who was also, it 
will be remembered, a Trinity College 
graduate. :

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Every law-abiding citizen ought to be 
free to walk along the public mighway with- 
out let, hindrance or offence. his primaiy 
liberty of the subject is being gradually 
filched from him without any serious protest, 
nor 1s it asserted for him ard protected by the 
civil authorities, whose duty it is to do so. 
This is particularly the case on our bathing 
beaches, and, indeed, on the river banks in 
some places. In sumsiertime they become 
mozally impassable to many decent citizens 
and their families owing vo the state of nudity 
and semi-nadity of many of the bathers who 
dress and undress in the open in a shameless 
fashion under the public gaze. 

May I direct the attention of your readers 
to the Criminal Law Amendment Act of last 
year, Section 18 of which, dealing with public 
indecency. guarantees freedom trom such or 
similar offences to modesty in the following 
words :— 

“Every person who shall commit, at or 
near and in sight of any place along which 
the public habitually pass as of mght or by 
permission, any uct in such a way as to 
offend modesty or cause scandal or injure the 
morals of the community shall be guilty of an* 
offence under this section and shall, on sum- 
mary conviction thereof, be liable to a fine 
not exceeding two pounds or, at the discre- 
tion of the Court, to imprisonment for any 
term not exceeding «ne month.” 

It would seem that in many of our seaside 
holiday resorts, and in other places, too, the 
guaranteed liberty of the subject referred to 
is being invaded to such an extent that it 1s 
quickly being abrogated. Will the civil 
authorities whose duty it is to enforce the 
law stand by passively until the law falls 
into abeyance? 

Local bodies could facilitate the action of 
the Guards by making by-laws regulating 
bathing conditions. Is itt unreasonable to re- 
quest every such authority to allocate certam 
fixed portions of the strand or foreshore 
separately for (a) men, (b) women and chil- 
dren. and (c). if it must needs be, mixed 
bathing; and to see that «uch regulaiions be 
carried into effect! Co-operation between the 
locait bodies and the Guards would readi!v 
remove those offensive exhibitions which 
shock modesty and are a source of astonish- 
mert to strangers visiting our country.—

“Feet of Clay "' 


It is a frailty of human nature to gloat 

over the possibility of our gods having feet 
of clay, once that proposition has been 
publicly propounded, Kitchener's death 
was at first a tragedy, soon just an inci- 
dent of the War, and ultimately a very 
faint memory. With the greatest war in 
history being fought it was inevitable 
perhaps, that the victorious leaders in 
smaller campaigns should be relegated to 
very secondary places in popular history 
and even if Kitchener had escaped 
criticism it is not improbable that the 
public would have forgotten about his 
work in the Sudan, in South Africa and 
India. 
It is not fair that such should be the 
ease. Naturally, Great Britain forgets 
the wild enthusiasm she spent over 
Kitchener when he returned after his suc- 
cessful campaigns; but she should not 
forget the work he did for the Empire 
as administrator and builder, as well as 
soldier. 

There have been books in praise of 
Kitchener published since his death. Mr. 
Hodges’s is not the most important of 
them, but it is a readable, popular bio- 
graphy, which may help to pre- 
vent the general public  forget- 
ting his achievements completely. It shows 
the sort of man he was, and “how whole- 
heartedly he served his King and country. 
Nowadays, with the future of Egypt in the 
melting pot, and with all sorts of new 
North African problems arising, it is use- 
ful to read of Great Britain’s work, 
through Kitchener, for that part of the 
worlds; to understand what the ordinary 
Egyptian owes to British interference 
when reckless rulers were ruining the 
country through extravagance.

Kitchener's Foresight 


His foresight in the early part of the 
Great War was amazing. Everyone who 
was old enough at the time remembers the 
poster, with Kitchener pointing a fore- 
finger, and inscribed: “ Your King and 
Country Need You.” He coolly calculated 
that Britain’s Army would reach its maxi- 
mum strength in the third year of the War 
when the enemy would be undergoing a 
diminution of his man-power. He had to 
fight the politicians to secure his divisions. 
They thought the creation of new armies 
impossible. ‘‘ Kitchener's Army,’’ how- 
ever, is a phrase that will live along with 
“Old Contemptibles” and “‘ First 
Hundred Thousand.’’ 

“The reputations of many great men 
suffer a phase of diminution after they 
have gone. If such is to be Kitchener’s 
fate, the knowledge of it would not have 
disturbed him. Those who know him,” 
writes Mr. Hodges, “‘ will say that had he 
lived he would have answered not one 
word to the detractions of self-glorying 
soldiers and politicians.’

of a new batch of “ Penguin”. books a 
few days ago reminded me of the remark- 
able change that has taken place since 
those times. The “ Penguin ” books are 
cheap fiction in the literal sense of the 
term ; for they are issued by Messrs. John 
Lane and Co. at sixpence apiece, but they 
are by no means the “ cheap fiction ”’ 
known to our fathers.

It is time that some small tribute was 
paid to the publishers who issue books of 
this kind. They do not get very much 
publicity as a rule, because the books are 
reprints, and, therefore, get only a small 
space in the review columns. The 
““ Penguin library, for example, now 
consists of fifty volumes, and a glance at 
their titles will show what an amount of 
really good modern writing can be bought 
for twenty-five shillings. Among the mora 
popular ” authors are P. G. Wodehouse, 
Ben Travers, W. W. Jacobs and Ian Hay ; 
but Aldous Huxley is also there with 
“Crome Yellow,” George Moore with 
““ Esther Waters,’’ and Samuel Butler with 
‘““Erewhon.’’ Others include André 
Maurois, Margot Asquith, Upton Sinclair, 
C. E. Montague, Liam O'Flaherty, Arnold 
Bennett, Joseph Conrad and Sinclair 
Lewis.

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This kind of policy does more to spread 
& love of good literature than all the Book 
Ciubs in the world, and it is succeeding. 
As regards the “ Penguin ” books, they 


began to be issued less than twelve 
months ago, and already (as a note 


from the publisher informs me) more than 
two million copies have been sold. The 
“ Penguins,’’ however, must not be allowed 
to have all the credit. A little higher 
up on the financial scale come the 
** Traveller’’ and the ‘‘ Phoenix’’ books, 
as well as several others whose publishers 
I cannot remember at the moment, though 
more than one of their volumes are on my 
shelves. These cheap books have made it 
possible for the poor man to keep in touch 
is worth 
while in modern English literature—there 
will be a time-lag of some years, ad- 
mittedly; but that does not matter very 
much except to those who must read every 
new book as it appears in order to be in 
the fashion.

Probably it was the early success of the 
‘Everyman ” books, some of the cheaper 
books issued by Nelson, and a few others 
which convinced puklishers that the public 
for good literature was not by any means 
so small as it might have appeared to be. 
At all events, the market nowadays is 
being flooded with books of this kind, 
and, although I have often felt that people 
read too much, it is impossible to find any 
objections to the spread of reading in this 
direction. In the case of every publisher, 
I think, the cheap reprints are uniformly 
high in quality, and the man who wants 
to read with discrimination, indeed, stands 
a better chance of achieving his aim 
through them than by buying books as 
they are published. To buy a new book— 
even a fashionable new book—is alwavs 
something of a gamble, but the cheap 
editions include only books which have 
stood the test of a few years, and 
they tend to sift the wheat of modern 
literature from the enormous mass of chaff 
that surrounds it.

F Miss Jacobs had not experience of 
journalism she might have lent her 
autobiography a greater vitality and a 
more human touch. Or, perhaps, it is 
that Miss Jacobs herself is a quiet, un- 
assuming person, who hesitates to set 
rivers on fire and other tennis players by 
the ears. Whatever the reason the story 
of her career is a sober affair. Miss 
Jacobs’s relentless purpose, her deter- 
mination, and her singleness of interest do 
not drive her to be extravagantly enter- 
taining about the game of tennis ; and her 
journalistic experience gives her writing 
just that quality of competent, impersonal 
evenness that seems to be the attribute of 
those who write on sports for the news. 
papers, not because they have any talent 
for writing, but because they have a talent 
for the sport. 


Personalities 


In the absence of any very marked 
stimulus to be derived from Miss Jacobs 
herself we turned to her brief pictures of 
other stars in the tennis world; but here 
again we found no unduly starting 
revelations. To judge from the compara- 
tively frequent wars and rumours of war 
that arise in first-class tennis, first-class 
tennis players are eminently human 
people capable of precipitating and enjoy- 
ing a good scene just as much as anybody ; 
but, probably out of consideration for the 
feelings of her colleagues, Miss Jacobs 
does not tell us very much about 
their foibles, fears, and furies. Helen 
Wills is ‘‘ solemn and efficient in her 
white visor, and hits the ball as fast as a 
bullet.” Dorothy Round in crowds retires 
into a shell of ‘‘ shy and dogged silence ”’ ; 
and “ a certain bravado ’’ disguises Peggy 
Scriven’s ‘‘ modest opinion ” of herself. 


Skirts and Shorts 


Miss Jacobs also discusses the well- 
known questions of skirts, shorts, and the 
status of amateur players. She likes shorts, 
and thinks that the amateur is worthy ol 
his hire. Her book will be of absorbing 
interest to tennis enthusiasts who follow 
the big championships with expert 
knowledge and a thorough sense of duty ; 
but the dilettante looking for intimate 
and revealing history will count his half 
guinea unwisely spent. 


“As Others See Us” 


“Meet Yourseilf.’’ By Prince Leopold 
Loewenstein and William Gerhardi, London;

HIS book may or may not give a true 
picture of ‘‘ourselves as we really 
are,” but even the most cynical reader, 
once he has picked it up, is unlikely to 
lay it down again before he has discovered 
the horrid truth which may lie behind his 
innocent replies to the questionnaire. If 
he dislikes being alone, if he has a special 
aversion to unskimmed milk, if he agrees 
with the statement “ time is moneéy,”’ or if 
he reads in the bathroom, a confession of 
the fact may bring on him the judgment 
that he is a moron and a money-grubber— 
or else that he is a person of great artistic 
sensibilities, for one cannot guess in 
advance what the verdict may be, . 
The book is worked out on most elaborate 
lines, and there is no denying that the 
hunt through it, from one group of ques- 
tions to another, is rather fascinating. It 
will occur to most readers, of course, that 
about a dozen “final judgments’’ is 
hardly enough for a world which includes 
several thousand million people, all with 
different characters. Still, criticism mus 
not be pushed to those limits, and ‘‘ Meet 
Yourself ” does seem to be an intelligent. 
attempt to bring out the truth about 
people by self-analysis.

HAT the Jesuits are by no means a 

wealthy Order to-day may be due to 
their wholesale abandonment of untold 
wealth in various parts of South America.

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Communism in the East 
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Jawahariai Nehru: An Autobiography. 
London: The Bodiey Head. 15s. net. : 


HE immediate future of India, and, 
possibly, the whole future of Asia, 
may lie in the hands of Jawaharlal 
Nehru, and, consequently, his autobio- 
graphy is a book that everyone interested 
in politics must read and study carefully. 
The author is the best known and most 
influential Indian leader after Gandhi, 
and is the president of the Indian 
National Congress this year, so that the 
attitude of Indian Nationalists to the new 
Constitution may be guided by a man 
whose social creed is at least as impor- 
tant as his political ideals. He is a 
Socialist and an admirer of Communism, 
although he refuses to. regard the writ- 
ings of Karl Marx as the inspired revela- 
tions of a prophet. His mentor is Lenin, 
for whose opportunism—or, as he puts it, 
his skill in fitting his actions to changing 
circumstances—he is full of praise. The 
only thing in recent Russian affairs which 
Nehru finds objectionable is the excessive 
use of violence as a political argument. 


‘The Great Peasant ”’ 


Nehru’s Socialism is entirely intellec- 
tual, but it is obviously sincere and deep. 
The sufferings of the Indian peasants are 
real to him, but it may be doubted 
whether he feels deeply for their suffer- 
ings as the sufferings of individual human 
beings. The suffering peasants have first 
to be intellectualised into “the masses ”’ 
or “ the proletariat ’’ before the culd pas- 
sion of Jawaharlal Nehru can find expres- 
sion about their unhappy lot. Communism 
is his real creed, but he dislikes its ‘‘ dog- 
matism '' and its resort to violence. Yet, 
although Gandhi is his revered leader, he 
finds Gandhi's religion of non-violence 
equally abhorrent. ‘‘ Violence has played 
a great part in history,” he admits, and 
bélieves that it must continue to have its 
allotted place in any social and political 
system. ‘‘ The religious twist that was 
given to everything prevented all clear 
thinking. Even some of Gandhi’s phrases 
sometimes jarred upon me—thus his fre- 
quent reference to Rama Raj as a golden 
age which was to return.” For Nehru 
Mahatma Gandhi “ is the great peasant, 
with a peasant’s outlook upon affairs and 
with a peasant’s blindness to some aspects 
of life.’’ 

' That Jawaharlal Nehru is also blind to 


some aspects of life will be made very 
plain to readers of this autobiography. 
In his thinking aloud in a prison cell or 
in convalescence after illness the blind 
spots show with . agual clarity, The 
range of his interests ig immense, but his 
hatred brings some amusing and amazing 
judgments. The Government of India is 
dismissed in a few corrosive sentences, and 
the parties in the Legislature are described 
as being like Tweedledum and Tweedledee, 
without any real principle to separate 
them. Even the Pandit Malaviya, the 
founder of the Nationalist Party and 
Principal of the Hindu University at 
Benares, is pronounced to differ in no 
appreciable way from the orthodox Swara- 
jists, Muslim culture is to him but an 
affair of clothes and head-dress, with a 


tion. His sharpest words, however, are re- 
served for the Indian Liberals, who are 
accused gf keeping aloof from healthy con- 
tact with the masses and sitting self- 
hypnotised in their own complacency. 
These Liberals care not at all for liberty, 
civil or trade ; they support the semi-auto- 
cratic States in their feudal pretentions; 
but, above all, they are moderate, mediocre 
and dull. 


A Classless State 


Nehru’s ideal for India is a Socialist 
and classless State ; but he is much clearer 
about the ultimate than the immediate. 
He thinks the Congress should have cap- 
tured the seats in the Legislature and then 
have boycotted it, instead of following 
Gandhi’s advice by refusing to stand for 
election. It is very difficult to believe that 
he is serious in his scheme for a Con- 
stituent Assembly to solve India’s political 
problems after the English have gone. 

Others are out of contact with the 
masses, Nehru contends, but it is plain 
that he is himself hopelessly cut off from 
them. The delightful chapters on his 
family and childhood provide a clue to this 
detachment, but probably a better clue is 
offered in his education at Harrow and 
Cambridge. He is a Western and a 
modern, an intellectual and a theorist. 
who takes his political opportunism partly 
from Communism and partly from Sinn 
Fein. But he has written a book that 
cannot he ignored, and one that will be 
thoroughly enjoyed both by British im. 


perialists and Irish anti-imperialists.

It is the 
account of a few months — by a very 
up-to-date Bloomsbury novelist in a quiet 
backwater of England. She tries in a

from Keston Springs feeling how much better 
off they all are for her acquaintance. 


Unquiet. By Joseph Goliomb. The Bodiey

With all the richness and passionate 
emotion of the best type of Jewish writer 
Mr. Collomb tells of a family of Russian 
Jews driven from their native land by the 
gradually increasing tide of hatred against 
the Jews. They fly to America, where they 
hope to begin life afresh in the idyllic peace 
of a free country. New York relatives have 
found them a home in the slums of the East 
Side—and their first sight of the free coun- 
try almost sends them back again to Russia. 
They fight against the appalling ‘dirt and 
squalor of the tenements; and very gradually 
they settle down with resignation to a life of 
toil. Now begins the spiritual development 
of the eldest son, who wishes to become a 
writer; and his background is the seething, 
vicious, money-grubbing East Side. At every 
turn David meets disappointment and tragedy, 
but he struggles on. In the end he is fighting 
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detection of intentions as distinct from pre- 
tensions by saying’’—and now comes the 
trick. After this dignified, courteous dis- 
quisition, Mr. Lindsay puts into the mouths 
of his characters some dreadful vulgarity, 
like “who sneaks bloke’s pears.’’ It is very 
effective, and although some readers may find 
that constant repetition blunts the edge of 
the joke they will be disarmed by Mr. 
Lindsay’s inventitive genius.

M ISS HELEN FERGUSON writes of a

R. COMPTON MACKENZIE has re- 
M turned from the Near East to the 
more familiar and congenial scene 
of *‘ Carnival’’—still, after all these years, 
the most popular of his novels. “ Figure of 
Eight ” is, in effect, a sequel to “ Carnival.” 
Jenny Pear] is dead, but her mene 
Treen Dale, Queenie Danvers, Rita Valetti and 
the rest of them, are still dancing in the front 
row of boys at the Orient Theatre. Now we 
see what has become of them, and of the 
new recruits to the front row, mm the years 
following Jenny’s death. Queenie Danvers, 
of course, has gone to the bad; of the rest, 
some have fallen upon dingy days, others 
upon their feet. 

“Figure of Eight’’ is divided into three 
sections. First, we see the girls as they were 
when the news of Jenny’s death shocked them. 
One by one their fortune and conditions of 
life are searched and shown. Then there is an 
interlude, and the curtain rises upon the same 


girls many years later. Not every author 
can handle a study of this kind—Theodore 
Dreiser, for example, made a very doubtful 
fist of it in his “ Gallery of Women’’—for 
the novelistic quality must of necessity be 
submerged; but Mr. Compton Mackenzie is 
dealing with people whom he knows, whom 
he has brought into being and has kept 
lively in his brain for the best part of twenty 
years. How could the result be anything but 
faithful to life and absorbingly real? The 
chief interest of this book to many people 
will be sentimental, inasmuch as it must re 
vive memories of its very fine and famous 
predecessor; but its author’s immense skill 
gives it a high quality of its own.

seems to hold more talk than action. At 
length the great political questions of the 
day are examined by the various char- 
acters, and there are many pages of this 
kind of discussion: ‘‘ After all, there are 
only one ar two possibilities. Either, and 
that’s the likeliest, Hitler won’t dash 
baldheaded into the hornet’s nest, but 
he’ll let the unions alone for a bit. But 
he can do that only if they go along with 
him in the Nazi State. That’s not too 
good for his prestige, and it’s dangerous 
too. So he will either have to get rid of 
the old leaders and put Nazis in their 


place, or the old leaders—sincerely, and 
not just in outward show—will have to 
surrender unconditionally to the new 
réime.” Tt is interesting thus to hear 
the situation argued in colloqual terms, 
by men who have an inner knowledge of 
the circumstances; but only interesting 
consistently to the real student of politics. 

For the others, however, there is a 
chapter of exciting revelation about the 
Reichstag fire. Herr Liepmann seems to 
have no doubt that the Nazis engineered 
the whole thing themselves, ‘‘ When one 
to-day recalls that the Suprem® Court, 
under the National-Socialist régime, had 
to admit that the Communists had 
nothing whatever to do with the firing of 
the Reichstag, then one can only stand 
dumbfounded before the ghastly unscrupu- 
lousness whereby that night political 
opponents were morally defamed through 
an appeal to the moral conscience of the 
nation.’’ He continues: “ For several 
weeks some six thousand warrants dated 
February 27 had been lying round ready. 
On February 27 the Reichstag was on fire, 


on the strength of warrants already pre- 
pared and filled up, were arrested, out- 
raged and murdered.”’

For the serious reader the last chapter 
of “ McScotch’s’’ book, in which he 
attacks the modern British attitude to 
air fighting, is the best, but others will 
be thrilled rather by the tales of adven- 
ture which make up the greater part of 
the book.

A remarkable attack was made on Mr. 
Baldwin yesterday by no less a person 
than the Marquess of Londonderry, who, 
in the course of a speech at Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, made some very unkind references 
to the Prime Minister. Lord Londonderry 
probably is the most influential Conserva- 
tive in the British Isles. Not only is he 
enormously wealthy, but his social connec- 
tions are widespread, and ever since the 
war his position in British politics has 
been unique. He has come to be regarded 
almost as a kind of Minister-maker, like 
Warwick of old, who used to make and 
unmake kings. When the Socialist Govern- 
ment came into power twelve years ago 
it was Lord Londonderry who “ took up ”’ 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald—from that 
moment onwards, incidentally, the fate of 
the former Labour leader was sealed—and 
when the National Government was 
formed in 1931 Lord Londonderry again 
gave his patronage to the Socialist new- 
comers, whom he sought to put at their 
ease. The family of Londonderry for many 
years has been identified very closely with 
the Conservative Party. On the eve of the 
opening of Parliament Londonderry House 
has been the scene of brilliant receptions 
in honour of the Premier of the day, and 
the Marquess at times has proved to be 
a highly valuable liaison officer between 
Downing street and Buckingham Palace. 
In Mr. Baldwin's former Administration 
he was an energetic Minister for Air. He 
certainly infused much enthusiasm into 
the Royal Air Force; but he made one 
rather unfortunate speech, in which he 
seemed to declare himself in favour of 
the bombing of native insurgents from the 
air. Not long afterwards Mr. Baldwin re- 
formed his Cabinet, and, to the general 
surprise, Lord Londonderry was dropped 
from the Air Ministry. He became Lord 
Privy Seal for a time, but then he dis- 
appeared altogether from the Government, 
and for the first time in very many years 
there was no reception at Londonderry 
House before the opening of Parliament. 
It was evident then that Lord London- 
derry had broken definitely with Mr. 
Baldwin, but few believed. that the 
breach was quite so wide as it now has 
been proved to be. 

Some time ago Mr. Baldwin announced 
that he had been mi:‘ed regarding the 
strength of Germany’s armaments, par- 
ticularly in respect of her Air Force.

_A Dangerous Responsibility 


As a “ matter of courtesy ” the Associa- 
tion of Milk Producers expresses itself 
quite willing to seek negotiation with the 
distributors in the Dublin area ; and, while 
the Association makes this offer, its 
members are perfecting their arrangements 
for a strike. Some distributors already 
have offered a price which seems accept- 
able to the producers ; but the Association 
has decided only to make settlement with 
an organisation which will represent the 
whole body of distributors. The Associa- 
tion seems to be determined to deprive 


forward strike preparations in the face of 
encouraging opportunities for. arbitration— 
and it would be interesting to know how 
many of the producers concerned have 
contemplated the certain results of their 
strength of character. In a lamentably 
short space of time the people of Dublin 
have suffered a transport strike and a coal 
strike. The transport strike proved a 
nuisance, injurious to the health and 
temper of the whole of Dublin; and it 
inflicted also exceedingly heavy losses 
upon business houses of every kind. With 
the help of the Army, however—and the 
generous assistance of motor car owners— 
the public succeeded in making a fair best 
of a very bad job. Then came the coal 
strike; and again the people of a capital 
city were reduced to fending for themselves 
in a fashion almost barbarous. With their 
own hands many succeeded in gathering 
sufficient fuel for their barest needs, and 
on several occasions motor cars were seen 
filled with loose coal and driftwood of 
every kind. Again the personal initiative 
of the people tided them over a difficult 
time ; but, as was the case in the transport 
strike, it was the poorest of the poor who 
suffered most severely. They had neither 
the opportunity nor the money to fulfil 
their own needs. For their very existence 
the poor must rely upon a constant supply 
of the necessities of life, priced at the 
lowest possible rates. When these neces- 
sities are not available, the poor cannot 
substitute for them the luxuries that are 
used temporarily by the classes in more 
favourable circumstances. It may be 
argued that, to deprive the poor of trans- 
port and heat, does not endanger their 


continued existence; but we fear that the 


milk producers, if they carry out their 
strike plan, may have more to answer for 
than the coal and tramway strikers. Milk 
to all is an indispensable food. It forms 


one of the staple diets of every class of 


citizen ; but, if the supply is cut off, the 
poor will suffer more than anybody else. 
They have no substitute. As distressing 
will be the case of young children and 
invalids helpless in hospital. Possibly the 
milk producers have a legitimate griev- 
ance; but they may not seek a solution to 


| their troubles at the expense of a city’s 


health.

Electricity Supplies 


The report of the Committee on the Dis-

It is recommended that there shou’ 
be compulsory amalgamation, since ans 
scheme of reorganisation on a voluntars 
basis would be insufficient. The Com- 
mittee, which has been sitting for a yea: 
considered the question of immediate ar 
complete reorganisation on a regional basi« 
under public contro! by the setting up 
district boards which would buy the exis! 
ing undertakings; but this plan was 
rejected in favour of the retention of th 
larger and more efficient of the existing 
undertakings and the absorption of the 
smaller companies. It is to. be hoped 
that the lower costs will be duly passed 
on to the consumer. and, in any case, the 
plan should enable a more uniform 
schedule of charges to be introduced, so 
that the present anomalies may be 
removed. New legislation will be neces- 
sary, and there may be a general consoli- 
dation of the various Acts relating to 
electricity supplies.

Unionist Agents, at Newcastle-upon-Tyne yesterday. 


It was surprising,’’ Lord Londonderry said, ‘* when Mr. 
Baldwin announced to the House of Commons that he had been 


misled in relation to German re-armament. 


Mr. Baldwin never 


was misled. He was continually being informed by me, not only of 
the German re-armament in the air, but of the approximate rate of 


that re-armament.”’ 


__ He had no reason whatsoever to revise the approximate figures 
with which those who were responsible for this information furnished 


him. 


It was the fault of the nations assembled at Geneva, Lord Lon- 
donderry added, that no notice was taken of German re-armament. 


Speaking of the ~slipshod’’ manner in which international 
affairs had been conducted during the last few years, he said that 
this situation must be remedied, and quickly. 


He called for a straightforward policy based on Britain’s desire 
for peace, and the establishment of friendly relations between 


nations. 


Having stated that he was prepared to welcome bilateral 
arrangements of peace and non-aggression as a beginning, he urged 
that they should do all in their power to inspire confidence in all 
countries, and, especially at this moment, in Germany and Italy. 


In his judgment, the peace of the world depended primarily 
upon an understanding between France, Germany and Great 
Britain, and they should work definitely with this object in view, 
instead of following the League of Nations, which had signally failed 
-vhen called upon to establish and maintain peace. 


SLIPSHOD CONDUCT OF. AFFAIRS 


Discussing the slipshod manner in which 
international affairs had been conducted 
during the last few years, Lord London- 
derry said: Public opinion recently has 
swung backwards and forwards, influenced 
by the insidious propaganda of cranks and 
pacifists, and the Socialist Party, whose 
sole desire is the downfall of the National 
Government. The peace ballot, which was 
as crafty a piece of propaganda as could 
be devised, also played its part, and 
other factors, such as the inevitable swing 
of the pendulum; the impatience which 
the absence of definite results always en- 
genders, and, above all, the apparent lack 
of any fixed conviction on the part of our 
leaders. 
and quickly. i ; 

They appeared to lack a definite policy 
either at home or abroad, and the Govern- 
ment, although in different ways they had 
achieved much, seemed unable to give 
much-needed guidance to the people. 
Latterly they had witnessed a tendenc) 
on the part of their rulers to wait to see 
which way public opinion was going to 
develop before taking action. He was sure 
this did not arise from a lack of conviction, 
but from a certain timorousness which 
might have its origin in coalition adminis- 
tration. Conservatism dominated the Ad- 
ministration, and Conservatives would be 

‘wrong if they placed the existence of a 
coalition before those principles which 
they had always held and maintained.

Covenant. Discussion of the Abyssinian 
question was adjourned until the Assembly 
meeting. 

Question of the reform of the Covenant 
was raised by the Chilean representative, 
who proposed that the question should be 
considered immediately by the Council or 
by the Assembly or at the September 
session of the Assembly. 

His Government, he said, ‘‘ feel that 
there is a real danger that our general 
responsibilitiés may imvolve us in conflict 
in which we have no interest, direct or 
indirect. It must be possible for one part 
of humanity to remain outside disputes. 
even in the case of catastrophe.’’ Chile 
reserved the right to consider closely any 
dispute that might arise before adopting 
any measures. 

M. Litvinoff (U.S.S.R.) said that he 
wondered whether the Chilean ‘suggestion 
might not involve the destruction of the 
League. For his part, he thought that 
the Covenant had not failed, but that the 
arms provided by the Covenant had not 
been utilised, 


EQUALITY OF NATIONS 


M. Tituleseu (Rumania) declared: 
Sanctions must be applied as a whole 
or not at all. To criticise the Covenant 
instead of criticising the men who had 
applied it, or, rather, not applied it, is 
a profound injustice. It is not’ the 
Covenant, but the men, who must be re- 
formed. 

- The Little Entente will accept pro- 
posals that will give more force to the 
Covenant. They will never agree to touch 
the principle of equality of nations.” 

M. Delbos (France) said it would be 
dangerous to enter upon too ambitious or 
too indefinite plans which might, in endea- 
vouring to remedy the present state of 
things, risk compromising the whole 
edifice. 

Mr. Eden suggested that the Council 
might wait for the discussion which would 
take place in the Assembly before taking 
any decisions. 

He was supported by the Portuguese and 
Spanish Foreign Ministers, and by Mr. 
Tewfik Rushdi Aras, the Turkish Foreign 
Minister, who raised a laugh by saying 
cynically that it did not make much 
difference what pledges were enacted if 
countries did not intend to carry them 
out.

MORE SERIOUS 


The disturbances became more serious, 
and groups of police had difficulty in 
getting through the crowd as men rushed 
at them from all sides. In one of these 
rushes a plain clothes Guard drew a baton 
and struck a man. Sticks were raised in 
the crowd, but it was impossible to see 
whether any of the Guards were struck 
with them. 

One man who was believed to have raised 
a stick was taken by six Guards to College 
Street Police Station. On the way a 


‘woman was knocked down, and the con- 


tents of her bag spread over the street. 
She promptly rose and knocked the helmet 
off a Guard. 

An ambulance arrived at College Green, 
and took to Mercer’s Hospital the man 
who was injured with a baton. He had 
sustained a nasty wound on the face. A 
couple of other men were attended for 
baton injuries by St. John ambulance 
men. 

While an injured man was lying on the 
bench beneath the Grattan statue, Mr.

MODIFIED PEACE 


For an hour the meeting was virtually 
undisturbed, save for constant movement 
on its outskirts, where any attempt to in- 
terfere with the proceedings was promptly 
suppressed by the seizure of the offen- 
ders. 

About 9.30 o'clock a small procession 
of women appeared from the Dame street 
direction. They carried large cardboard 
placards with inscriptions referring to the

public.” The women were quickly sur- 
rounded, driven up Trinity street, and 
dispersed. Their banners were taken 
away and torn up. 

About 10 o’clock the appearance of a 
procession of some three hundred men 
in formation, headed by a uniformed 
band, caused fears of a clash and serious 
disturbance. It marched past the plat- 
form, where Mr. Lemass was still seated 
along with the candidates. The police did 
not interfere with the procession, but al- 
lowed it to pass at the back of the Fianna

GENERAL election in the Free State 
before the end of the present year 
spring is a“ common 

political circles. The 
reasoning is fairly obvious. President de 
Valera has definitely stated that the 
estimate for the Governor-General’s 
establishment, which he put through the 
Dail this week, will be the last. This pre- 
supposes that the new Constitution, which 
will embody the scheme for the alternative 
to the Governor-General, will have 
become an accomplished fact within the 
next few months. 

The plan for the new Constitution will, 
it is assumed, be ready for submission to 
the Dail immediately the House resumes 
after the summer recess in October, and it 
will be the main subject for discussion 
until the adjournment at Christmas. The 
general election for the approval of the 
if the plan works out as 
indicated, would take place in January. 

The next step would be the election of 
the proposed new head of the State, who 
Is to replace the Governor-General. As to 
how this is to be done the President’s 
statement in the Daifon Wednesday even- 
ing was silent. For the present nothing 
is known as to details, but it is assumed 
from what the President did say that it 
will be by a general reference to the people 
—in fact, another general election. Thus 
two elections, instead of one, appear to be 
indicated. 


THE NEW FUNCTIONARY 


Most people are intrigued to know by 
what process the new functionary is to be 
put before the people. Seeing that he is 
to be above and apart from politics, it 
would seem to be inappropriate that he 
should be the nominee of any political 
pagty, yet it is dificult to imagine how 
else he can be put forward. Again, it is 
asked, will it be possible for a second and 
perhaps third candidate to be put forward ? 
These are points which will, no doubt, be 
made clear when the outline of the new 
Constitution is given to the public. 

Other aspects in regard to which infor- 
mation is eagerly looked for include what- 
ever arrangement is to be made for the 
official signature of bills passed by the 
Dail. Hitherto this has been done by the 
Governor-General. According to the Presi- 
dent’s statement on Wednesday, the new 
supreme head will have more important 
duties than the signing of bills and attend- 
ance at garden parties. Thus it would 
seem that this will not be one of his 
duties. It was pointed out yesterday that 


there is in the present Constitution an 


arrangement by which, in the absence of 
the Governor-General for anv cause, his 
duties devolved on the Chief Justice. The 
Suggestion is made that an alternative 
may be found in this direction. It is not, 
of course, believed that the Government 
have yet reached the point where they 
would completely cut all connection with 
the Crown. The iniplications of that would 
be so far-reaching and revolutionary as to 
be unthinkable in the present condition 
of affairs. 

The next general election will, it 1s 
clear, afford many points of interest, not 
least of which will be the attitude to be 
taken up by the more advanced 
Republicans. The retirement from the 
Fianna Fail: Party of Mr. Thomas Hales, 
one of the deputies for West Cork, is 
regarded as a signal of exceptional im- 
portance as indicating the strength of 
feeling in Republican quarters. Whether 
it will be followed by others is not yet 
apparent; but it clearly shows that the 


threat of ‘‘left wing ” trouble is very 
real.

Serious repercussions are inevitable in 
Transjordan unless there is an early im- 
provement in Palestine. This, according 
to a traveller who knows the Arabs well 
and has just.returned from across the 
Jordan, is the feeling among experienced 
administrators in Transjordan. 

Transjordan, in common with almost 
all other States of the Arab world, is in 
complete sympathy with the Arabs of 
Palestine in their struggle against what 
is regarded as excessive Jewish immigra- 
tion, and against the foreigners, whom 
the Arab blames for imposing this Jewish 
immigration. 

Underneath the tangled skein of self- 
interest, which actuates many of the in- 
dividuals and sections of the Arab com- 
munities, is a furious resentment in the 
masses, easily fanned to flame by religious 
prejudices and pride .of race, against the 
subordinate or inferior status which, they 
feel, is being gradually forced upon them 
by the culture and money of the Jews, 
In the history of Islam the Jews have al- 
ways been regarded as an inferior and 
subject race. 

There are no Jews to attack in Trans- 
jordan, however, and the only target is 
the small British community. Apart from 
half-hearted attempts to bring about de- 
monstrations in the streets, pro-Palestine 
activity has been confined to a practical 
form of sympathy—the raising of: funds, 
the traveller states.

BISHOP OF CASHEL ON 
TRADE RELATIONS

Harvey) presided at the annual meeting 
of the Diocesan Synod of Cashel and 
Emly here to-day. F 

He opened his address with a touching 
reference to their loss through death of the 
Rev. W. J Dunne, Curate of Thurles, and 
through retirement of the Rev. A. A. Bura, 
Reviewing the past year, Dr, Harvey said 
that the most significant event in the diocese 
was the Youth Conference in Clonmel at the 
beginning of May. The meeting demonstrated 
that their young folk were not without a 
serious interest in their Church’s peculiar 
problems, nor lacking in ideas as to what 
the Church’s needs are at the present 
juncture. 

Having touched on various matters dis- 
cussed at the Conference Dr. Harvey said :— 

“Now I come to a very different matter, 
which was ventilated quite candidly and 
freely during the discussions—the problem of 
marriage. Sé do not jump to the con- 
clusion that our young people s minds are 
exercised about the problem which most 
modern novelists feel hound te introduce into 
every book so tediously and often nauseat- 
ingly—the problem of the married life, the 
only solution of which lies in the Christian 
faith, of which apparently they are ignorant; 
it is rather the problem of how to get married 
at all which is disturbing their minds. Now 
this is significant, because if is not a matter 
which normaily young people are at all 
exercised about; they are content to leave it 
in the lap of fate. Its emergence shows, I 
believe, that a fair proportion realise that, 
owing to the depression throughout the 
agricultural community, the prospect of ever 
getting married is receding into the blue 
and dim distance. 

“ The difficulty of finding a partner among a 
small community like cur own was not alluded 
to, but cnly the difficulty of means. The 
suggestion that marriage portion should be 
forthcoming out of Church funds is, of 
course, quite impracticable. Our funds are 
all ear-marked for specific purposes, and our 
Church has always strongly resisted any 
temptation to apply them improperly. Unless 
wealthy people give, or bequeath, money to 
a diocese or a parish for this particular 
object—not an unworthy one, considering 
that it affects the very existence of our 
community—there is no present solution of 
the problem, as far as our powers go. A 
higher authority, however, has the power to 
alter the conditions which are responsible for 
this problem—I mean the State—and would 
do well to give it serious consideration, for 
the problem is urgent throughont the whole 
country, in which marriages are becoming 
fewer and fewer. 

Not only does this bespeak a dwindling 
population with a preponderence of the aged, . 
but it renders only too likely the emergence 
of a moral problem. Many clergy of both 
the Churches in this land are gravely per- 
turbed by the increase of illegitimacy—a 
symptom not to be wondered at in a com- 
munity where large proportions of people 
are permanently restrained from marrying. 
It is, of course, a direct consequence of the 
futile economic war, entered upon gratui- 
tiously, pursued pertinaciously to the limit 
of paradox, as seen in the efforts to main- 
tain the very trade relations it has upset 
with a country by which our country is, 
literally, nourished, and dragging an. ever- 
lengthening chain of evil consequences, of 
which this is one. ‘The callousness of those 
who entered upon it to the material well- 
being of the whole country assumes a darker 
hue. when it is proved to be a“ cablousness 
to the moral well-being of the country also.

The Times gee ÓR in course of a 
leading article, re to the 
tion of last Wednesday, i and says abv 
demonstrators drew up four reasons tor 
their oppediainr to the Bill. The f 
asserts that the bill prolongs for sixty 
years the morstrous system of putting 
ractically the whole tax cost of an 
Established Church upon the agricultural 
industry. The bill, in fact, shortens the 
period of payment by sixteen years. It 
raises money not only for the benefit of 
the Church, but for educational establish- 
ments and other lay owners of tithe, and 
the tax falls upon landowners alone. In 
so far as it affects the agricultural in- 
dustry; it is the drastically reduced 
remains of a tax which falls upon an 
industry singularly favoured over the rest 
of the field of taxation, and which has 
reduced the price paid for the land at 
the time of purchase. The second charge 
levelled against the bill is that it makes 
no effective reduction in the burden on 
the farmer. It is a distortion of language 
to say that the relief already described 
is not an effective reduction, and it may 
be added that the bill has actually been 
amended to provide that if in future the 
finances of the redemption scheme show a 
surplus, the benefit shall go to the 
tithe-payer. The third charge is that 
tithe is for. the first. time to be 
treated as a personal debt. This provision 
is made in return for the substantial 
relief given. It cannot be a grievance for 
tithe-payers, any more than a similar 
liability can be a grievance for any other 
class of taxpayers. In this case the per- 
sonal liability is the only effective safe 


taxpayers’ money, for which the Treasury 
is trustee. 

Finally, the bill is accused of being a 
solely partisan measure, and the Govern- 
ment are charged with having drafted the 
financial resolution on purpose to prevent 
amendments in the interests of the tithe- 
payers. This is the worst of a bad lot of 
reasons for protest. The bill has been 
severely and far more justifiably criticised 
by the tithe-owners, in whose sole interest 
it is alleged to have been drafted, and it 
is the result of the work of an authorita- 
tive Royal Commission which sat for 
| eighteen months. Moreover, the only 
amendments which would have satisfied 
the demonstrators would have either dis- 
endowed the Church forthwith or imposed 
heavy burdens on the genera] taxpayer. 
In either case they would have wrecked 
the whole financial structure of the bill 
and prevented any chance of any bill 
reaching the Statute-book for years to 
come. 7

Porter, Morris and Co., solicitors, appeared 
on behalf of the defendants, who were sum- 
moned as occupiers of the place known as 
Bray Head Amusement Park, and for carry- 
ing on gambling there. i 

Guard MacAneney said that he had played 
““Cop-a-Lot ” on Hears Johnson’s table in 
Bray Head Amusement Park, and at one 
time was successful in getting ls. 6d., but 
after twenty minutes’ Es he had lost 2s. 
He did not think that the game could be 
controlled with skill. 
Inspector Lyons said that he had played 
the game thirteen times. The pennies 
would always travel a particular line in 
which they were directed. 
Guard Flaherty, in reply to Mr. Kings- 
mill Moore, said he thought it was a pretty 
innocent sort of game. 
In reply to Mr. Kingsmill Moore, the de- 
fendant said that a person could become 
sufficiently skilled to win if he practised long 
enough. He said that the game was played 
at all fairs. 
John McGurk was summoned in respect to 
a game of “ Darts’’ at the same place. 
ichard Pender said that at this game he 
never lost, but always came out square, 
Sometimes he began with 6d. and won 10s. 
He had marked for Mr. McGurk on Sundays. 
John McGurk!said that he employed thirty 
men, and had invested £1,000 in the game. 
It was played all over England, Scotland 
and Ireland. 
In cross-examination by Mr. Cullen, the 
witness said that if the people saw a chance 
of winning it was wonderful the amount 
of skill they got up. 
There was also a summons against John 
McGurk in respect to the game of “ Ben 
Hur” spinner played at the same place. 
Inspector Lyons said that he did not be- 
lieve that the buttons could stop ‘‘ Ben 
Hur’’ where the button presser desired. 
. Summonses were also heard in respect of 
other games for money prizes against Mrs.

THE DEFENCE 


Mr. Kingsmill-Moore submitted that the 
defendants had each been summoned as the 
“occupier” of a place known as Bray Head 
Amusement Park.

Von Cramm .

W. AUSTIN became the first man to 
go into the last eight in the cham- 
* pionships at Wimbledon yesterday, 
and he was later joined in that stage by 
Wilmer Allison, the American champion; 
Donald Budge, another of the American seeded | 
players, and Gottfried von Cramm, last year’s 
runner-up. The remaining four survivors will 
probably be known to-night. Most likely they 
will be Fred Perry, the champion; A. K. 
Quist, the Australian title-holde:; J. H. 
Crawiord aud ‘ Bitsy’? Grant, the third 
American, or Vivian McGrath, the young 
Australian. i 
Dismal weather conditions played havoc 
with yesterday’s programme, only six courts 
being fit for play. Continual rain delayed 
the start on the other courte for almost an 
hour. Austin, nevertheless, made the game 
look ridiculously easy in defeating the last 
Frenchman in the men’s singles, Martin 
Legeay, by 6-4, 6-1, 6-2. Then came hard 
struggles for von Cramm and Allison, who 
each dropped a set to E. Maier (Spain) and 
U. M. Jones (Great Britain), respectively. 
Jones fully justified his place of No. 10 in 
the Lawn Tennis Association’s official ranking 
list with a great display against Allison, who 
won 10-8, 6-4, 1-6, 7-5. Jones, a young Kent 
player, led 5-4 in the vital fourth set, but | 
surrendered to some fierce volleying and fore- 
hand drives, and the American, who caught 
up to five-all, finally won the next two games 


me 


for the set and the match. 
JONES UNLUCKY 


The cannon-ball service of Jones troubled 
Allison a lot, and he passed the American 
several times at the, net and was three times 
within a point of taking the first set at 5-4 
and twice at 8-7. One drop shot, which would 
have given Jones the set, fell: about an inch 
over the side line with Allison at the back 
of the court. Allison, taking the second set 
fairly easily, made the vital mistake of under- 
estimating the fine qualities of his opponent 
in the third, and before the American had 
realised it Jones had taken six games in a 
row to reduce his arrears. Allison ventured 
to the net in the fourth set only to be passed 
and Jones led 4-2 and subsequently 5-4. 
Austin was the supreme artist against Mar- 
tin Legeay. An excellently controlled back- 
hand and a forchand, cleverly varied in pace, 
gave the Frenchman many difficulties. 
Although not spectacular, Austin was a mas- 
ter at positioning, placing the ball where- 
ever he liked. The only trouble he had 
was with the surface of the court, which 
was very slippery, and he went full length ° 
In nasty tumbles more than once. 


HARD-HITTING MATCH 
The hard-hitting display given by Von 


Cramm and Maier, though not so elegant as 
the accomplished exhibition given by Austin 
was nevertheless productive of many thrills. 
Maier’s fast service and dashing net play 
called forth all the sublety of which Von 
Cramm is capable. The score of 10-8, 6-2, 
2-6, 6-2-hardly represents the closeness of the 
battle between these two old rivals. 

In the first set the games went with the 
service: to eight-all, Maier only just missing 
several chances of breaking through for the 
lead. At 5-4 the Spaniard had four set 
points, and he again got to within a point of 
the set at 8-7 with a wonderful passing shot 
in about a foot of space between Von 
Cramm’s racket and the side-line. Von 
Cramm fought back, made it eight-all. broke 
through the next service, and took the set. 

In the second set Maier, who, like Austin. 
had been sliding about the court, took off 
his shoes, and, for fhe rest of the 
match played in his stockinged feet. 
Although Von Cramm took the second set at 
6-2, most of the games went to deuce. 
Maier was not content to take second place, 
always attacking and volleying whenever 
he could. These tactics and his brilliant 
service gave the Spaniard victory in the 
third set when he defeated Von Cramm’s 
attempts to slow up the game. 

Von Cramm virtually won the match in 
the fourth set by taking the second game 
after being one game and love-forty down. 
Had Maier won that game there is little 
doubt that he would have pressed the Ger- 
man possibly to breaking point. As it was, 
Von Cramm, encouraged, went on to wir 
the set and match with five games ‘in a 
row. 

The play of Donald Budge against J. 
Caska, of Czecho-Slovakia, was as severe as 
ever, aud he smashed his. way to an easy 
6-5, 6-0, 6-4 victory. 

A walk-over enabled both Senorita Lizana 
and Miss Susan Noel to reach the last six- 
teen of the women’s singles. Senorita 
Lizana’s opponent, Miss H. Wallis, the Irish 
player, had to scratch owing to a pulled leg 
muscle, while Miss Noel’s rival, Miss Margot 
Lumb, arrived late, and Miss Noel was 
awarded the match.
